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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 and 7-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is confusing what the biochemical probes are attached to, the particle or 
the surface of the sensor. Additionally, it is not clear if biochemical probes are attache 
with the at least one substance of interest prior to exposure to the sample or after. For 
the purposes of examination, it will be assumed the probe is attached to the particle and 
is specific for the analyte of interest. 

Claim 12 is confusing how the analyte of interest is detected if the analyte is 
previously bound to the probe. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 
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1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 1-5 and 7-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the abstract of JP 2000-05592 as well as Applicants' characterization on page 3 
lines 9+ of the original specification, Jordan et al. (Anal. Chem. 1997,69,4939-4947), 
WO 01/23888 

JP 2000-05592 teaches a fine macromolecular fine polystyrene particle over 5 
nm modified by a reagent that contains at least one reagent specific to the analyte of 
interest. The modified particle is attached to a solid phase in a divided region on a flat 
substrate. The substrate is divided into a plurality of regions. The specification 
characterizes the base plate as having a partitioned thin layer of gold. The claimed 
particle has been read on the taught fine particle, the claimed probe on the taught 
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reagent and the flat substrate on the claimed planar base plate. The claimed method of 
making the sensor has been read on the taught method of making the sensor. 

Jordan et al. teach a modified gold surface to which a layer of probe DNA is 
attached. The probe DNA is hybridized with biotinylated complements. The gold 
surface has been read on the claimed base plate, the probe DNA on the claimed probe 
and the biotinylated complement on the claimed "substances". Page 4943 in the 
second column teaches the DNA oligonucleotides immobilized to gold, silicon and 
carboxy-methylated dextran. The claimed method of making the sensor has been read 
on the taught method of making the sensor. 

Both JP 2000-05592 and Jordan et al. are silent to the claimed uniform density of 
the particles and an electronic medium for storing the data. 

It is well known in the art to uniformly density of particles is advantageous so the 
binding density is the same through the device. Thus a reading from any portion of the 
device is similarly interpreted . It would have been within the skill of the art to modify 
either JP 2000-05592 or Jordan et al. and use a uniform density of particles to gain the 
above advantages. 

It is well known in the art to couple analysis equipment with electronic storage 
mediums to facilitate data storage, manipulation and transfer. . It would have been 
within the skill of the art to modify either JP 2000-05592 or Jordan et al. and use an 
electronic storage medium to gain the above advantages.
